NEWS FLASHI! Two FCC agents, accompanied by a US Marehall armed with a 
warrant, made a surprise visit to the home of John Cruzan about noon on Wad., 18

receiver and various other HF-capable equipment - something the FCC's own 
counsel has stated they can't do.

How to make sure your reception report gete past the mall drop: 

It appears that It's time for a reminder about Malldrop Etiquette. Remember that 
the droperator Is not running a profitable business; he's providing a service and 
he's not going to pay for your QSLs. So, among other things, you must be certain 
to Include adequate mint postage (or IRCs or dollars) for him to forward your mall 
AND for return postage. Normally, three mint stamps or US$1 Is enough, but there 
are some exceptions. One Is reports to foreign stations - air mall to New Zealand 
or Europe Is hardly a bargain, after all. Another Is the Inclusion of a tape of the 
broadcast. Operators appreciate knowing exactly how well they were heard, but the 
basic cassette without a box Is at least two ounces and with a box It's at least 
three oz. If you only enclose three stamps, the droperator has to spend some 
money out of his own pocket - which he may or may not do. If you, Ilka some 
listeners, send a tape with every report, kindly be sure to enclose EXTRA stamps 
for handling. Another slightly sore point Is people who Include a SASE for their 
reply. The. vast majority of stations request mint stamps, and most droperators do 
not want to bother with SASEs, since they unnecessarily add weight to outgoing 
mall. Therefore, unless the station specifically requests a SASE, kindly DO NOT 
send one. An extension of this Is the reporter who encloses a stamped envelope 
with his or her own return address on It - and the station name written on It In 
Ink. The only return address that will ever appear on an envelope mailed to a 
station Op Is that of the droperator! Second, writing the station name on It In Ink 
makes the envelope virtually useless. If you think the droperator will forget who 
the mall Is for, a post-It note will suffice - or, perhaps, write the station name 
LIGHTLY In psncll so It can be erased. Sending a dollar bill with every report may 
seem like a good Idea to you, but bear In mind that the malldrop operator needs 
STAMPS to mall your report elsewhere. If you always send a dollar, you should 
consider throwing In the odd stamp here or there as well - else your dollar(s) will 
be magically changed Into stamps somewhere between the PO Box and the station 
Operator. Finally, try to write a decent report. Lately I've handled some that 
*should« have been tossed Into the roundflle - no verifiable program detail; Just 
date, time, frequency, and PSE QSL. Remember that the Op needs to be able to 
determine that you really heard the program, so you have to convince him/her of 
that fact by telling him/her WHAT you heard - when did they ID? what music was 
played, assuming you can Identify It? did they play any funny bits? If so, when? 
how about parody ads? when? In addition, tell them about the conditions at the 
time of reception - was the signal loud and clear? was It Interfered with by the 
government pirates or religious nutcakes? modulation crisp or distorted? Beyond 
that, tell the Op something about your equipment and yourself. This forms the 
basis of a decent report. The more Information you Include, the better your 
chances of collecting a QSL!

How can otherwise Intelligent people be so dumb when It comes to Free Radio? 
That's the only word I can think of to describe the aptly named "Pirate Radio 
Insanity". Dumb! It's a dumb Idea to line everybody ui on a single frequency, one 
after another. At the risk of another blast from Nenesls for the use of "scare 
tactics", all It did was make It even easier for the FCC Monitoring Stations, 
resplendent with the highest of high-tech DF equipment, to zero In on station 
Operators! And that Is exactly what happened. Several alleged participants have 
already been visited and supposedly "many more visits" are planned. It's even 
dumber to publicize such activity on the air and elsewhere ahead of time. 
Apparently the Instigator felt that unlicensed pirate radio Is Just like licensed ham 
radio, or that the FCC was/Is totally Impotent.

While It 
Is true that the FCC seems to have a very short collective memory of what their 
own counsel has said about seizing equipment (namely that they cannot do so) or 
even the limits of their own authority, they certainly are far from Impotent. And 
like many other government agencies (the IRS comes to mind), they definitely do 
NOT like people Ignoring their lawful, albeit unconstitutional, authority. For many 
years, this columnist has cautioned listeners and Operators to use their heads, to 
THINK. Unfortunately, the lack of active FCC enforcement during 1994 made several 
people overly "brave", If that's what you call It, so they threw common sense to 
the winds and took too many chances, too often. They will ultimately pay for their 
shortsightedness, their so-called "bravery". And that Is their loss. But they won't 
get much sympathy from me; I tried to warn them the best I could. I'm sorry we 
won't get to hear some of those stations again, but they could have avoided 
problems by listening to a voice of reason rather than a hothead trying to stir up 
trouble.

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Howdy and hap py New Year! It's great to be back and 
rolling into another year. After the great amount of 
activity of 1994, it'll be interesting to see if the pace will 
continue and improve? Will more new stations (other than 
the periodic theme stations) hit the airwaves? And what 
will FCC enforcement be like in 1995: more busts? lower 
(or higher) fines? It's tough to say, but we'll find out soon 
enough. 

As I write this, I'm cruising on the highway through Maryland with a portable computer on my lap. 
Since (he last time that I wrote in the ACE about using a laptop while driving, my old computer blew 
up. So, I picked up an ancient Zenith 8088 with no hard drive for $125 at a hamfest. Considering that 
I only use it for wordprocessing, the slow speed and lack of a hard drive is fine. The only thing that I 
really miss is having this machine up to speed to run on the Internet. I guess I probably could run it, 
but the system'd seem a bit squirrely. Anyway, I have a few points to tie in here: 

1. I am no longer on the Internet or the Fidonet. I had been writing to some people on line & 
starting to get established a bit there. I want to get back on to the systems soon because there's just 
SO MUCH great information online. (You can also dump lotsa $$ into Internet calls, so budget your 
time wisely!). I think I'll probably be back on line in the next year or so. We'll see. 

2. Hamfests are awsome places to pick up old radio and studio equipment. The prices are 
MUCH better than what you'll find in classified ads. And they're always interesting. The selection 
and prices always vary, so the searches are always exciting. 

3. I still have not see Chris Smolinski on the Baltimore Beltway. However, I DTD see that he had 
some computer software available-reviewed in the back of one of the recent WRTTTs. 

Book reviews (Part 2) 

Last month, I mental-blocked and couldn't remember the name of Don Schimmel's book. It's the 
Underground Frequency Guide and it costs $14.95 from HighText. Also, it covers more than just 
number stations: many of the 'weird sounds" (pulsers, bleepers, etc.) are also covered. One 
interesting tidbit of information from the book was the possibility that numbers stations have 
information embedded within their transmission modes. The Numbers station QSL and some of the 
weird anomalies in the book, not to mention the work at DFing some of these stations, is really 
interesting! 

Another interesting book is Rebel Radio by Jose Ignacio Lopez Vigil. I have not yet read the 
book, but it covers the story of Radio Venceremos, the old rebel clandestine station from El Salvador. 
I read reviews of the book from Publishers Weekly and Radio World. The book is interesting because 
of the subject matter and because of the technical insights into how the station operated. These 
insights would be particularly useful or interesting for pirates, pirate listeners, or clandestine listeners 
to read about. 

I don't know exactly what was covered, but the Radio World review lists a few points. Evidently, 
the station personnel divided the equipment into three locations: The production studio, the 
transmitter, and the on-air studio. Every day, the staff would move the 2,000-wait transmitter to a 
different location to broadcast. After a few yean, this arrangement involved too much work, so the 
staff opted to move the transmitter lo a fixed location deep into relx-l controlled territory. The live 
programs were then fed to the transmitter via an FM link. 

As soon as the government noticed that the broadcasts were coming from a fixed location, they 
sent in armed helicopters to destroy the site. The helicopters were outfitted with goniometers from 
World War II to direction-find the FM link. Thus, all of the equipment and people at the on-air studio 
were at great risk. Rather than opt for "stale" prerecorded programs. Radio Venceremos sought for a 
safer methood of broadcasting. Somehow, one of the station engineers dcveleoped a system by which 
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audio from the tape decks could be fed to the transmitter via barbed wire! After experimenting with 
the system, the staff discovered that the audio signals could travel up to 7.5 miles through the fences! 
As the Radio World article concluded, the station discovered an even more ingenius method. Read 
about it in the book! 

Pirate Radio Insanity II 

Many ACE readers know about the Pirate Radio Insanity II broadcasts by now. As a recap a number 
of stations broadcasted on New Year's Eve on the same frequency, back to back. The idea' here is that 
everyone broadcasted back to back on 6955 to capture a larger audience. I'm not sure how successful 
it was, but it appears that a number of people heard the festivities. At my location, nearly everything 
was inaudible on 6955 kHz. However, I did manage to log RKNA & RFM on the frequency with a 
good signal. 

The concept behind operating on the same frequency is quite solid. If one station immediately 
follows another, you will capture all of the preceding station's audience and you will continue to 
gather more listeners as you go. If a number of stations are on the air back to back this effect will 
add for all of the stations. The only catch to all of this is propagation. If the signal 'starts to skip over 
the audience, then they no longer hear it (obviously) and the effect is gone. The way that propagation 
changes, you've got to be using over 1,000 watts to not really be altered by these effects. 

Alotta other people heard the festivities, which I hope means that listeners will start tuning 
through the 6940-6965 kHz area. Right now, scant few people are listening down there. The pirate 
folks are gonna hafta persevere and keep broadcasting there in spite of the general lack of reception 
reports. That's the only way they're ever gonna get the new band to catch on. 

I'll wait to talk about this one a little bit more for next time. 

SWL Winterfest 

If you like to listen to shortwave and pirate radio, check out the SWL Winterfest in March. (For exact 
details, see either this month's ad in the ACE or last month's.) The Winterfest is alotta fun. About 200 
radioheads get together to BS and check out various radio forums. A strong pirate-radio listening 
presence is usually there, too. In past yean, Kirk Baxter, George Zeller, John Arthur, Bill Taylor 
Tony Straka, Rich D'Angelo, Fred Kohlbrenner, and many others have attended. I've heard that a 
few newbies will be present this year and I'll certainly be looking forward to meeting everyone! 

Conclusion 

Even though I should have loads of information for this column, I feel as though I'm running slow 
and dry. That means that I'd better get out of here and try again next month. 73fr and I hope that 
your listening has been better than mine!
